Washington, March G — (/I') — 


Growing alarm over potential food 
shortages today set off a congres- 
sional race for remedial manpow- 
er legislation and brought a farm 
bloc demand for immediate exe- 
cutive action on Ihc production pro- 
gram. 


Concern over feeding and equip- 


ping armed forces as well as civi- 
lians was displayed in numerous 
capitol quarters, producing paral- 
lel appeals for prompt action on 
bills to* keep agriculture labor on 
the farms and to mobilize a non- 
combatant army of 65,000,000 men 
and women .''or war production.

London, March G — M>) —Royal 


Air Force bombers made a "very 
heavy and concentraled attack on 
the great German industrial center 
of Essen last night in the tenth 
consecutive 
n i g h t 
of assaults 


against targets either in Germany 
or Nazi held Europe, the air min- 
istry announced today. 


Fourteen of the big British bomb- 


ers failed to return from the trip 
to Essen, it was announced, indi- 
cating perhaps 300 planes took part 
in the raid. 


First reports 'from the German 


radio indicated the 
blows 
were 


heavy and that several other towns 
in 
addition 
to 
Essen were hit.

ers were shot down, the claim tal- 
lying evaclly with the Brilish com- 
munique.

British Retreat;

along the BizerteMateur - Tabarka

Pichon, which Allied forward ele-

miles west of the azi base at Kai- 
rouan. 


United States armored units oc- 


cupied Pchon, which lies in

the last ridge of mountains in east- 
ern Tunisia, in an advance which 
mlitary 'observers regarded 
as 


Ihe most important of the day. 


The Americans rolled into Pichon 


about 4:30 p.m. Yesterday to re- 
gain almost all the territory lost 
before the original Axis drive 
in 


this area and lo convert the valley 
and the top ridges of the secon- 
dary Tunisian dorsal into a vast 
no-man'sland. 


Allied forces had withdrawn from 


the town when their right 
flank 


was threatened by Marshal Rom- 
mel's thrust through Faid Pass to 
Kasserine Gap in mid-February.

server and liaison officer for an ar- 
tillery unit and grandson of Ihe late 
expresidet Theodore 
Roosevelt, 


was struck in the back eilher by 
a machinegun bullel from a straf- 
ing plane or, by a fragment of an- 
ti-aircraft shell during a German 
Sluka and Messerschmit traid yes- 
terday on an 
American artillery 


unit in a ravine near 
the plains 


leading to Kasserine Pass. 


The tall muslached officer —- he 


bears a resemblance lo his fam- 
ous grandfather — had just fin- 
ished a cup of coffee

watching the action when wounded. 


He was taken to a base hospi- 


] lal after emergency treatment and 
| medicos said the bullet or 
shell 


1 fragment which struck him in the 


right back apparently had not hit 
any vital organ. They 
expressed 


belief his condition was not ser- 
ious but thai he 
was 
suffering 


from shock. 


Describing the battle 
incident, 


his fellow liaison officer and clo.se 
friend, Leiut. Charles B. Viall, 25, 
Waleroury, Conn, said: 


"I was standing a hundred yards 


away on a hill when eight Slukas 
began bombing the artillery posi- 
tion ahead of us. 
While I 
was 


watching two Messerschmilts fol- 
lowed them in and began strafing 
our area. 


"Afler they left I walked over 


lo ask Lieut. Roosevelt a question. 
I found him lying on the ground 
wounded. He had been hit in the 
buck by a machine gun bullet from 
n Messcrschmill.

"He was conscious and

calm. We dressed his wound — il 
bled quite a bit — and gave him 
some sult'ii tablets. He kept sayng, 
'I hope 1 can gel back as soon as 
possible, and yave me instructions 
what to do with his personal ef- 
fects."

by thought young Roosevelt
